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The women of Vancouver, who are 
at present actively engaged in the 
betterment of soldiers widows and 
other dependants of the men who went 
overseas, will read with interest of the 
measures which Great Britai. is en- 
acting for their beneflt. 

The responsibility for the tr ining of 
war widows, which up to the present 
has rested upon the ministry of pen- 
sions,is now transferred to the minister 
of labor. The training scremes in ex- 
istence will be carried on and the work 
developed on the lines already laid down, 


This free training, which is distinct | 
|from the ministry of labor’s training 


scheme for unemployed relatives of 
deceased soldiers—widows and depen- 
dents (other than children under 16) of 
deceased officers, and to widows of men 
who were in receipt of a pension under 
articles 11 and 13 of the royal warrant. 
The training is always arranged where 
a remunerative occupation is necessary 
for the needs of the women or their 
children, and where the occupation 
chosen points to a reasonable prospect 
of support. 

At present there are some hundred 
widows in training in nursing, massage, 
health visiting, upholstery, dressmak- 
ing, cookery, etc., the occupation cho- 
sen points to a reascnable prospect of 
support. 

n the case of widows and dependents | ‘ 
of officers a maximum grant of $375 is 
allowed to accepted candidates for 
training to coyer entire cost of instruc- 
tion and maintenances. Widows of de- 
ceased men accepted for training are 
paid a maintenance allowance or up to 
$15 a week as wellas fees for training

Canadian Poultry Situation 


No branch of food production has 
suffered during the war to a greater 
extent than that of poultry and eggs. 
In many countries of Europe it has al- 
most dissappeared, while in others 
scarcity of feed and high prices and 

| the closing of markets have compelled 
serious reductions of poultry flocks. 
The chief of the Poultry Division of the 
, federal Live Stock Branch, as Canada’s 
opportunity to pave the way for a per- 
;manent place in the export trade to 
Great Britain. Mr. Brown expressed 
| this opinion at the first Canadian Nat- 
‘ional Poultry Conference, held in Ott- 
_ awa this year, the report of which has 
been published and is available at the 
‘Published Branch of the Department 
|of Agriculture at Ottawa. It was 
| Strongly urged at that conference that 
| this is the time of co-operation. The 
| provinces were recommended to co- 
operate with the Dominion at the great 
clearing house of operations calculated 
| to promote the industry. The poultry 
| industry was recommended as a means 
of soldiers’ re-establishment by Mr. W. 
J. Black, Chairman of the Land Settle- 
| ment Board. He expressed the hope 
that he would see a small flock of poul- 
try about the homes of every returned 
soldier who becomes settled on the land.

Whether or not it is propa- 
ganda instigated by capitalists 
who are financially interested 
therein, we are not prepared to 
say, but it is a fact nevertheless 
that the northern territories in 
Western Canada are receiving 
no end of publicity as the next 
great field for the development 
of petroleum and other mineral 
possibilities. It is a fact that 
while most of us have been con- 
tent to eccept the north lands 
as frost bound and barren, a 
few far sighted pioneers have 
bursted this bubble and brought 
to light the indications of un- 
limited wealth held in store 
there by this Old Mother Earth 
of ours. Right now the Stand 
ard Oil and other interests are 
freely spending money to prove 
up Alberta’s oi 1 possibilities, 
and there is every indication 
of a successful outcome. Up in 
northern Manitoba mineral de- 
posits have already been dis 
covered to such an extent that 
millions in capital is forthcom- 
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ing for development work. The 
New York Herald states that 
The Pas will see a rush when 
spring opens of hundreds of 
prospectors. And as a good bit 
of the money is coming from 
New York, that paper should 
be well informed. 

The Press touches on these 
subjects to awaken its readers 
to the hopeful outlook for this 
great Northwest of ours. We 
do not urge a drouth-area far- 
mer to forsake his land and) 


turn prospecter, but we main- | 
tain that the production of 
this new wealth cannot help 
but radiate prosperity through- | 
out theentire country. We iook | 
for Western Canada's popula- | 
tion to more than double itself | 
within the next ten years, and | 


no doubt increase in proportion. 


Industrial progress is representative 
of the power supply; where an abuu- 
dance of power is available, at a com- 
petive cosu there will manufacturing 
develop. 

In certain of our provinces, water- 
power is predominate, while in others, 
coal is the most important. Such is the 
esse in Alberta, as it is exemplified in 
a phamphlet just issued by the Com- 
mission of Conservation, in which the 
subject of power in Alberta is treated 
by Mr. James White, the assistant to 
the chairman of the commission. The 
original paper was prepared for the 
Alberta Industrial Congress, in Cal-

gary, in August last, but the subject 
being of such vast importance and its 
effect so widespread, Mr. White was 
induced to amplify his paper and have 
it issued in phamphlet form. At the 
Industrial Congress much consideration 
was given to the question of the pro- 
duction of power on a wholesale scale. 
This paper demonstrates that, by es- 
tablishing super-power stations at the 


| principal coal-mining centres, all the 


power required in the province can be 
generated from coal which, at present, 
is being wasted or left in the mine, It 
is suggested that super-power stations 
at Lethbridge, Drumheller and vicini- 
ty of Edmonton with transmission 
lines of, in general, not more than 100 
miles in length, would supply electric 
energy to practieally the whole of the 
province. The paper points out that 
one station at Drumheller, with trans- 
mission lines not exceeding in length 
the Ontario Hydro-Electric line from 
Niagara to Windsor, Ont., could supply 
all the villages towns and cities of the 
province except in an area to the west 


and north of Edmonton. The energ- 
generated by only two great steam- 
electric units of 80,000 h.p. each, simi 
lar to one now in operation in a street 
railway power house in New York, 
would supply the whole province with 
power and light. Statistical data of 
cost of transmission lines and losses of 
electric energy during transmission are 
included. The relative costs of steam- 
electric and hydro-electric plants are 
compared, and the use of natural gas 
for the production of power, except 
under special conditions, is deprecated. 
The possibilities of the electrification 
of railways, the occurrence of petrol- 
eum and the fixation of nitrogen are 
briefly discussed: In the review of the 
whole situation strong emphasis is 
placed upon the importance of a thor- 
ough and detailed study of all the fac- 
tors of the problem, financial, economic 
and physical. It is urged that the pro- 
vincial authorities study most carefully 
whether economic and other conditions 
in any locality warrant the furnishing 
of electric energy before entering upon
